Paedophile wins 
sentence appeal 



A PENSIONER branded a 
"grubby old paedophile" by 
a Crown Court judge will be 
out by the summer after his 
18 -month prison sentence 
was reduced by the Court of 
Appeal. 

Bernard Craithorne, aged 78, 
initially escaped jail when he was 
given a community order for sexu¬ 
ally assaulting a 12-year-old boy in 
August 2007. 

But after making sickening com¬ 
ments to probation officers about his 
victim being happy about the abuse, 
the former Ecton Brook Residents’ 
Association chairman was jailed for 
18 months by Judge Ian Alexander 
QC at Northampton Crown Court in 
February. 

However, after an appeal by his 
barrister, Stuart Yeung, Craithorne 
had his sentence slashed to 13 
months by Lord Justice Aikens, Mr 
Justice Royce and Judge David Rad¬ 
ford. 

It means Craithorne will serve no 
more than half of his new 13-month 
term behind bars before release on 
licence in August. 

Mr Justice Royce said: “In his sen¬ 
tencing remarks, there was no refer¬ 
ence by Judge Alexander to what 
allowance, if any, he was making in 
relation to this appellant’s partial 
compliance with the order. 

“He did take into account his 


health difficulties, which consisted 
of a heart problem, hearing prob¬ 
lem, rheumatoid arthritis and an 
eye problem. 

“In our judgment, the judge was 
fully entitled to pass a custodial sen¬ 
tence on this appellant. 

“However, he should have taken 
into account the partial compliance. 
Had he done so, in our judgment, he 
would have passed a lower sentence 


than the 18 months.” 

Mr Justice Royce told the court 
how in 1959 and 1965, Craithorne had 
been fined £10 and £50 for sex offenc¬ 
es - including indecently assaulting 
two girls, aged seven and nine - and 
then received a suspended sentence 
for another offence in 1972. 

After the trial in 2007 he was con¬ 
victed of indecently touching his 
12-year-old victim and, for sexual 


gratification, making him look at an 
image of a person engaging in sexu¬ 
al activity. 

In February, Craithorne, of Long 
Mallow Rise, Ecton Brook, North¬ 
ampton was convicted of breaching 
the subsequent supervision order 
by suggesting in a probation sex of¬ 
fenders’ course that the boy would 
be “happy” as a result of the sexual 
abuse. 


‘Public is 
against 
quango 
closure’ 

THE CHAIRMAN of the West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation has claimed there 
would be a public backlash if the 
Government scrapped the body as 
part of its plans to clamp down on 
quangos. 

Since coming to power, Prime 
Minister David Cameron has said 
he will scrap quangos such as the 
WNDC, which was set up in 2005 
to oversee the expansion of North¬ 
ampton, Daventry and Towcester. 

But the WNDC’s chairman, John 
Markham, has said scrapping the 
body would be the wrong thing to 
do and warned the people of North¬ 
ampton would oppose the move. 

He said: “The fear is that through 
some overall policy which didn’t 
take account of the work we do, 
people will say ‘get rid of all the 
quangos’. 

“But there would be such an up¬ 
roar from local people who would 
say ‘what’s happening with the 
Grosvenor Centre, or the marina, 
or the Nunn Mills site, is that go¬ 
ing to stay undeveloped for the 
next 20 years?’ 

“So they could get rid of the 
WNDC, but everything would 
stop. 

“They could take a decision like 
that, but it would be wrong, if 
the Government does the sensible 
thing, they’ll keep us in place.” 

Government minister Bob Neill 
is expected to visit the county in 
the next few weeks to clarify the 
WNDC’s position.

More delays 
for fountain 



OPPOSITION councillors 
have criticised Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council fol¬ 
lowing a further delay in the 
launch of the new fountain 
on the Market Square. 

The unveiling of the water fea¬ 
ture was originally scheduled for 
May 10 and had been put back to 
Monday so improved drainage 
could be installed. 

But people enjoying the sun¬ 
shine in town on one of the hottest 
days of the year so far were unable 
to cool off in the jets of water, after 
the council revealed contractors 
had yet to sign off on the installa¬ 
tion. 

A borough spokeswoman said: 


“Sadly the people of Northampton 
will have to wait a little longer 
than we expected to enjoy the wa¬ 
ter feature in the Market Square 
gateway. Although it is disap¬ 
pointing for everyone, it is essen¬ 
tial the project be completed to the 
council’s satisfaction before it is 
formally handed over to us.” 

She said the delay was to ensure 
the system would run without 
flaws and was part of a testing pro¬ 
gramme that would continue after 
the fountain had opened. 

But Councillor Tony Clarke 
( Ind, Castle ) said: “It’s been a 
farce from the start. It’s the wrong 
type of water feature in the wrong 
place.” 

Councillor David Palethorpe 


(Con, Billing) said: “I don’t under¬ 
stand how, after spending such a 
huge amount on this fountain, the 
council could have got it so wrong. 
But for these delays the fountain 
could have been a pleasant back¬ 
drop to the Market Square on one 
of the hottest days of the year.” 

The council also allayed fears 
about the safety of the water to 
be used in the fountain, raised by 
Councillor Clarke on his internet 
blog. It said the water would be 
treated with a chemical solution 
similar to chlorine used in swim¬ 
ming pools, ensuring it was safe 
for people, while regular water 
quality testing would be carried 
out as part of its ongoing mainte¬ 
nance programme.

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Road repairs 
get go-ahead 


A LIST of the first areas to 
be prioritised for road re¬ 
pairs under Northampton¬ 
shire County Council's new 
highways maintenance 
programme has been re¬ 
leased. 

The document lists three ar¬ 
eas in Northampton where roads 
should be resurfaced during the 
summer, as well as one in Daven- 
try, two in South Northampton¬ 
shire and several elsewhere in 
the county. 

The resurfacing work is part 
of the council’s new approach 
to repairing widespread dam¬ 
age caused to the road network 


by increased traffic and the cold 
winter. 

Last month, members of the au¬ 
thority’s cabinet approved plans 
for more pro-active preventative 
resurfacing work on roads in a 
reasonable condition to tackle 
them before they deteriorate to 
a level which needs emergency 
repair. Members also supported 
proposals to fix potholes with 
semi-permanent repairs within 
five days, rather than the tem¬ 
porary repairs currently carried 
out within 24 hours. 

People will soon be able to find 
out if their road is to be included 
in the programme of works from 
the council’s website.

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Strawberry taste to linger 


THE outgoing chief executive 
of Northamptonshire County 
Council said she expects the au¬ 
thority’s much-ridiculed Taste 
the Strawberry campaign to 
continue after she leaves Coun¬ 
ty Hall at the end of the week. 

Katherine Kerswell 
started work with the 
county council in 
2007 and only a few 
months after her ap¬ 
pointment launched 
the strawberry cam¬ 
paign, designed to 
represent the over¬ 
all ‘flavour’ of the 
council’s services. 

The campaign 
was lampooned by 
some pundits and 
became the subject 
of a comedy song. 


But Mrs Kerswell, who will 
start a new job as the chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Kent County Council 
next month, said she believed 
the campaign had been worth¬ 
while and that temporary chief 
executive Paul Blantern would 
carry it on. 

She said: “I have abso¬ 
lutely no doubt that Paul 
will continue this. He’ll 
bring his own views of 
course, he’ll flavour it 
himself, but it’s part of 
us now. As you walk 
around County Hall, 
people are always go¬ 
ing on about straw¬ 
berries, there’s a 
real buzz about it.” 

Acknowledging 
the public criti¬ 
cism the scheme 


received, she added: “I think 
you’ve got to be prepared to 
stick your head over the para¬ 
pet and take the knocks, so that 
was no problem. But when I 
spoke to Kent, I did say to them, 
‘don’t worry, I’m not bringing 
the strawberry with me’.” 

Mrs Kerswell announced her 
departure months after she 
caused controversy by publish¬ 
ing full details of her £197,136 
salary. She pointed out her de¬ 
parture would save the council 
money, because her replace¬ 
ment will not be paid at the same 
level immediately, and pledged 
more of the council’s top earn¬ 
ers would have their salaries 
published later this year. 

Mrs Kerswell replaces Peter 
Gilroy in Kent, where her sal¬ 
ary will be £197,000.

Councillors top 
£lm expenses 
in 12 months 


EXPENSES claimed by 
Northamptonshire county 
councillors topped £1 mil¬ 
lion in the past 12 months, 
figures released by the au¬ 
thority have revealed. 

The latest data has con¬ 
firmed the total amount 
of expenses paid by the 
taxpayer for councillors 
reached £1,113,946 between 
April 2009 and March 2010, 
an overall reduction in the 
total claimed the previous 
year. 

Topping the list of the 
biggest claims was leader 
of the council Jim Harker 
(Con, Kettering Rural), who 
received just over £50,000. 

As leader, he is entitled 
to a larger responsibility 
allowance than all other 
members of the authority. 

A number councillors, 
including Heather Smith 
(Con, Prebendal ) and Rupert 
Reichhold (Con, Oundle ) 
submitted travel and sub¬ 
sistence claims totalling 
several thousand pounds 
over the year. 

Councillor Reichhold, 
who lives in Oundle and 
does not drive, claimed 
£3,902 in taxi fares. He 
said: “I only submit claims 
for taxi fares to and from 
official council meetings. 

“This is allowed within 
the rules. However, given 
the concerns over pub¬ 
lic finances, I am think¬ 
ing about ways in which I 
might be able to reduce my 
expenses.” 

The council’s expenses 
rules state: “Parking fees 



and public transport fares 
will be reimbursed at cost 
on production of a valid 
ticket or receipt. 

“First class fare will only 
be reimbursed where it is 
clearly in the county coun¬ 
cil’s interest for a council¬ 
lor to travel first class and 
formal approval has been 
given in advance by the 
Chief Executive.” 

Each councillor is al¬ 
lowed a basic allowance 
as part of their job, while 
those with certain key roles 
in the authority are given a 
“special responsibility al¬ 
lowance”. 

For the leader, this is 
worth £34,408 each year, 
while members of the shad¬ 
ow cabinet can claim an ex¬ 
tra £1,000 in expenses.

POLICE in Northampton 
issued a statement to re¬ 
assure football fans and 
"clarify" the fact it is not 
an offence to wear Eng¬ 
land T-shirts or display the 
St George's flag during the 
World Cup. 

A spokesman for Northampton¬ 
shire Police said the advice had 
been published following a “sub¬ 
stantial” number of inquiries from 
people wanting to know if it was 
an offence to publicly display their 



support for the national team. 

Chief Superintendent Ian Mc¬ 
Neill, Gold Commander for polic¬ 
ing during the World Cup, said: 
“Wearing England T-shirts, or T- 


shirts of any other nationality, is 
not an offence. Neither is putting 
up flags, and people are perfectly 
free to do so. We do not want to 
stop people from enjoying them¬ 
selves during the World Cup.” 

In one comment on the North¬ 
amptonshire Police Facebook 
page, John Newton said he wanted 
to know if the “rumours” were 
true that the police were going to 
stop England fans from wearing 
their shirts in pubs and would or¬ 
der flags to be taken down. 

Chief Supt McNeill said: “Offic¬ 


ers may take action if individuals 
are seen committing offences, re¬ 
gardless of what they are wearing. 
Additional action may be taken if 
individuals are wearing clothes or 
displaying flags that have racist or 
offensive comments on them. 

“Members of the public should 
also be conscious that pub licence 
holders may have specific dress 
codes, or landlords may enforce 
restrictions on flying flags. 

“On the whole it should be ok to 
wear specific T-shirts or display 
flags.”

Jobseekers are landing dream jobs in their area regardless of the economic climate. With the right kind of 
follow-up calls and a fresh approach to CV formatting it is still possible to get the position perfect position, 
even in a market flooded with candidates. 



“I needed to find something that 
suited my expertise, within a 
bus ride of where I live, and the 
internet often proved the most 
up to date and convenient source. 
I would happily go thirty or forty 
minutes for a commute, but it’s 
more about the cost.” 

The increase in number of 
applications employers are 
receiving means jobseekers’ CVs 
and cover letters need to be 
clearly state how they meet the 
criteria for the position. 

‘‘When making an application 
you have to get straight to 
the point, don’t mess around 
giving employers loads of 
superfluous information and try 
and use key words from the job 
advertisements,” said Rebecca 
Clarke, resourcing adviser at the 
Chartered Institute of Personnel 
and Development. 

Laura Justice, who just landed 


her dream job as an extras agent 
in London, said that she used a 
mixture of networking, job boards 
and local advertising in her hunt 
for a position. 



‘‘I emailed my CV and had to 
provide a reference before the 
interview. I think it was crucial to 
make it a lot more detailed and 
include all of my responsibilities on 
a day-to-day basis, as well as what 
I have achieved over the last 
two years,” she said. 

Formatting a curriculum 
vitae in a functional style 
can also help jobseekers 
find work outside of their 
previous experience. This 


method lists a candidate’s skills 
on the front page, rather than 
beginning with a bullet point job 
history in the traditional style. 

‘‘It’s getting people interviews, 
there’s no two way about that,” 
said career coach Tim Curtis:‘‘The 
danger with the traditional reverse 
chronological method is that if 
someone is skimming it to make 
a fairly instant decision they only 
look at the last job and don’t take 
into account the different skills 
sets.” 

It has never been more crucial to 
contact employers after making 
your application, said Curtis: 
‘‘Jobseekers have to make that 
follow-up call, without 
it you might as well 
put that curriculum 
vitae in the bin.You 
need to speak 
to someone, 
it’s absolutely 
crucial.”

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Courtney ready to lay down Lawes 


COURTNEY LAWES is adamant 
that he will make his mark for 
England in the coming weeks. 

The gargantuan Saints lock has 
been selected in Martin John¬ 
son’s 44-man EPS squad to tour 
Australia next month. 

But he could get a chance to 
shine as early as Sunday, when 
the Barbarians head to Twick¬ 
enham to take on Johnson’s men 
as a warm-up for the tough trip 
down under. 

Lawes has won just two caps 


for England and both were 
fleeting appearances from the 
bench. He was given 10 min¬ 
utes against Australia last au¬ 
tumn, and also appeared late on 
in the Six Nations clash against 
Scotland at Murrayfield in March. 
Since then he has endured a dis¬ 
appointing end to the season at 
club level, being left on the Saints 
bench on a number of occasions, 
including the Guinness Premier¬ 
ship semi-final defeat to Sara¬ 
cens. 


But it is the lack of playing 
time in an England shirt which is 
inked on Lawes’ mind, and he is 
now ready to step up to the plate 
and show Johnson what he has 
been missing. 

“It was frustrating for me (not 
to play in Six Nations) but at the 
same time you can’t drop guys 
who are playing well to give me a 
shot,” said the Hackney-born ace. 
“I understand why I wasn’t given 
a chance but hopefully I’ll be giv¬ 
en a chance on tour and I believe 


I’ll show them what I can do.” 

England’s trip begins on June 8 
with a game against the Austral¬ 
ian Barbarians. 

That is swiftly followed by two 
Test matches against the Walla¬ 
bies, with another game against 
the Barbarians sandwiched in be¬ 
tween. The tour concludes with 
a game against the New Zealand 
Maori in Napier, and by then 
Lawes should have got some valu¬ 
able minutes under his belt. 

Boss Johnson has already stat¬ 


ed that all of his players will get 
a chance, and the Jimmy’s End 
giant is desperate to test himself 
against the best. 

“Australia are a very good 
team, a very strong international 
team,” said Lawes. “I think we 
can match them, though, and sur¬ 
prise a few people this summer. 

“I think we need to show that 
we’re improving and that we’re 
becoming a good rugby team and 
that’s one of the most important 
things about this tour.”

Theron was a team-mate 
of Nicky Boje’s as the pair 
helped the Warriors to 
glory in both South Afri¬ 
ca’s domestic one-day com¬ 
petition - beating Andrew 
Hall’s Dolphins side in the 
final - and Twenty20 tour¬ 
nament this year. 

He was the leading wick¬ 
et-taker in the one-day for¬ 
mat, claiming 21 victims in 
the process. And head coach 
David Capel is delighted to 
have secured the services of 
a player he rates highly. 

“Nicky has been speaking 
well of him for some time,” 
said Capel. “But he has only 
recently earned a central 
contract in South Africa 
which means (because of 
work permits) we can now 
bring him in. 

“I think he’s a really in¬ 
teresting prospect and I’m 
looking forward to seeing 
him play for us. 

“He was part of the War¬ 
riors side that won the 40- 
over and 20-over competi¬ 
tions. 

“He was left defending 


small totals in the final over 
in the big matches and that 
suggests he rises to a big 
challenge. He’s very com¬ 
petitive and has a real de¬ 
sire to win. 

“It may only be that he 
is here for five games but it 
gives us a chance to get to 
know him and see how he 
feels. 

“It might be that he is the 
kind of guy we look to bring 
back at some time in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Capel also paid tribute 
to the immediate impact 
Chaminda Vaas has had 
on his debut in the current 
LV= County Championship 
clash with Surrey. 

He added: “He took a wick¬ 
et with his third ball which 
is a nice way to start. 

“It doesn’t take those kind 
of guys long to settle in. 

“He’s such a gent and has 
already spent a lot of time 
talking to David Willey and 
giving him advice. 

“That can only be good 
for David’s development as 
well. He offers us more than 
that just his bowling abil¬ 
ity.”
